SUPREME .COURT.- 

IN CRIMINAL SESSIONS, 
(Before Sir G, Philliuno, Chief Justice.) 
Wednesday, Feb. 27. : 


TRE CHARGE OF MANSLAUGHTER 
AGAINST A POLICE SERGEANT: 
Tho first caso called was the one in which 
Polics Sergéant Butlin is charged — with 
having “feloniously and wilfully killed 
Tang Aying, Le Akwan, and Loo Fo, 
while raiding gambling house. at No, 72 
Quoen's Road Wost on tho 20th December 
last. 

Prisoner, ‘on being arraigned, pleaded 
not guilty. n . : 

The prosecution was conducted by Mr J. 
‘J. Francis, instructed by Mensra Dennys 
and Mossop,,on behalf of the relatives and 
friends of the decensed. Mr E. Mackean, 
instructed by Messry Brereton, Wotton and 
Dencon, represontad defendant. 

The following gentlemen were sworn asa 
jury :-—J. Green, 
D, 8, Heaysman, W. 
and A. Shepherd, 

‘Mr Francis, in opening the case for the 
prosecution, ‘said the prisoner, Sergeant 
Butliu, who had been for somo years. in 
the Hongkong ‘Police Force, was. charged 
with having felonionsly and wilfully caused 
the deaths of threo Chinumen on the 20th 
December last,” He was not charged with 
hoving killed thom wilfully and dohberatoly 
intending their death, or in fact of having 
doliberately intended to cause them any 
grave or scrivus injury, but he was charged 
with causing their deaths by his reckless, 
thoughtless aud negligent conduct. “Mr 
| Francia then detailed tho circumstances of 

tho case as get up by the prosecution, On 
} this day it appeared that on the third floor in 
house No. 72-Quven's Road West, a house 
showing three stories tothe Queen's Road 
and two sterics to the Chineso Re- 
creation Ground behind, -thero were.a 
number of men, some put it ut 80 or 100 
men, engaged-in gambling. Tt was not 
part of the cusé fur the prosecution to make 
out that thesy nen were not found gaimb- 
ling, a8 some of them wero afterwards 
convicted of gambling at the Police Court ; 
and therefore he thought it might be ad- 
mitted that they were gambling. Sergeant 
Butlin having some Information, as he 
stated, tu the effect that this:place was 
beipg used as a> gambling house and 
that gambling was goiny on in it, went, in 
company with Mr Clerihew, Inspector of 
Nuisaices, who was also a sworn police 
const:tbie, and a Chinese constnble, to break 
into this house. Sergeant Butlin diregted 
the Chineso’ constatile to enter the house 
from’ tiv Queen’e Road and go upstairs and 
so¢ if ho.could got admission on to tho third- 
or.uppor floor, He himself, with Mr Cleri- 
hew, went to the back of tha house on the 
Chincso Recreation Growid. He did not 
énter honse No. 72 directly, but he went 
inte tho house adjoining on the East, No. 
70, and going to the front verandah. of this 
house broke through «a wooden partition 
which divides the front verandahs of houses 
Nos. 7 and 72. - While doing this, the Chi- 
nose constable had gained admittance to the 
upper floor of house No,72, and had shut 
down thu trap door and planted himself on 
tho top of thy trap to prevont any Chinese 
from escaping from the flour by this. means. 
Whothor the gamblers in the house No. 72 
taok alarm at the arrival of the constables 
or whethor tho alarm was given that Euro 
peans wero coming, docs net seem clear, 
but from whatever cause, they took alarm 
and began rushing, in all directions to try 
and effect theit escape, The prisoner and 
Clerihew having’ broken through.tlie parti-

The 
question, however, would bo whether he 
entered and broke into this house without 
authority, nnd used his stick for the pur- 
pose of beating the people and whether. if 
thoy wero justified in trying to mako their 
escape, prisoner wad-responsiblo for their 
doath. Mr Francia quoted Article 220 of 
‘ Stephan’s Digest of thie Law' and also cited 
one or two cases. from Vol. 1 of tho fifth 
edition of ‘ Russell on Crimes,’ injsupport 
of his contention. He then suid ho hoped 
the jury, in considering this question, would 
tako seriously into consideration that the 
lives of the Chinese were just of os much 
valua to them as tho lives of Europeans 
wore to-them, ‘and that in’ the eyes of 
the law tho livea of all men. were of 
the samo value. However valuable the 
services of the. police. foree in the past 
our only security and | 
future wns that it should be at all times 
carefully restrained within the bounds of 
law and commonaense. ‘The excesses of au- 
thority on tho part of the police force were 
far more dangerous to the community, if 
not restrained, than evon tho illegal acts of 
gamblers and the other people . who are 
said to associate: with them, He asked 
them notto bend to any fesling of unwil- 
lingneséa to convict a Europuan for anything 
he might have done te the notive. Ho 
asked them to deal fairly with tho prisonce, 
to ‘put the bést possible ‘motive on his 
action, but at the same time ho asked: thom 
to remeinber thatthey wore the guardians 
of the public peaca and safety, and liberties 
of every man in this community, that 
sometimes they needed to bo protected just 
as much from the hand of authority ‘which 
might be wbused, and was liableto be abused, 
as they needed to “be protected from 
the hands of. amurdorers arid robbers. 
He asked them to lock at the case 
dispassioaately, and to act Sairly botween 
the friends and relatives of tho deceased and 
the prisoner, and ‘remember their duty to 
the community, of which they were the re- 
presentatives. ° 

The first witness called was the Chinese 
constable, who said he heard the peuple in 
the room, svhen he first went in, shouting 
that the Sergeants were, coming..!‘ Several 
Chinese witnesses were examined who ‘all 
testified to sceiug the men fall. Thoy al- 
leged they sav one man who was clinging 
to the balustrade struck over the hand with 
a-cane, and. thereafter tose his hold and 
pull another man to tho ground with him. 
Somo of them said it was a forcigner who. 
used tho atick, but none uf then were able 
to say who the foreigner was. One man 
said ‘he saw one foreizner striking the pec- 
ple in.the verandah with a stick freely, 
One. Chinese said, in cross-examination, 
that the foreigner looked over the verandah 
just as the two men fell, 

Mr J. M.. Guedes, auctioneer, was oxa- 
mined, arid he said he saw the men fall, 
ong by himself and two together very ahort- 
ly afterwards. He saw a European look 
over. the verandah about ten minutes after- 
wards. Ho could not gay who the foreigner 
was, é “3

CHARGE OF ASSAULTING AND ROBBING 
: A WOMAN, 
} Chang Asing, Tsang Achang and Tsang 
yau, servanta in the employ of foreigners, 
were charged with having conspited together 
to cause- to be assaulted and, robbed a 
Chinese inmate of ‘a brothel on tho’ 8th 
December, 1883. : 

Prisoners pleaded not guilty.

Crown, 

The ‘following gentlemen were empan- 
nolled asa jury :—Messrs W. R, Loxley, 
A. Dennison, J. Keating, L. de Brittv, J. 
G. L. Sehroter, S. Arlegui, and A, da Britto, 

The Attorney General, in his opening 
speech, said the case was a somewhat 
peculiar ‘one, "the peculiarity being that 
two of the principal offenders onncerned in 
the comuission'of the crimes which formed 
the subject of this charge were not befora 
tho Court, ‘That, however, would pot in- 
terfere with the jury, ifthey were satisfied 
that the prisoners took.part in the commis- 
sion of the crimes, in‘ finding thom guilty. 
. The ‘complainant is a brothel girl who 
had been in the custom of visiting a friend, 
a servant in the Reverend Mr Ost’s 
employ. On. the afternoon of. the 8th 
December the. two first prisoners went 
down tothe girl’s brothel and invited her 
to.go to Mr Ost's house to dine or partake 
ofa'meal with her friend, who wignamed 
Ip Asang.

INTERVIEW WITH A MEMBER OF 
THE CBINESE LEGATION. 

A Correspondent. of the Press Associa- 
tion called on 16th Jan.. at the Chinese 
Legation, and was granted an interview 
with one of its principal members. -. The
